FOUND DROWNED. 

The body of Robt. McMillan, school 
teacher of Stony Plain, was found float- 
ing in the river here on Friday last, by 
the men on board the little supply 
steamer Daisy Bell. 

The story of his death as nearly as 
can be ascertained, for the exact partic- 
ulars will never be known, appears 
to be as follows : 


During the summer vacation he con- 
stracted a gold washing machine which 
he cperated on the river some distance 
up, and on Saturday the 7th instant 
started to float down the river on the 
scow upon which his machine was built, 
using 2 long handled shovel for a guid- 
ing sweep. At three o’clock in the 
afternoon ke and his seow passed Con- 
juring creck where he was last seen by 
a number of minersen the bank. At 
four the scow was caught by miners at 
Bear’s creek, 14 miles up the river from 
Edmonton, as it was drifting down the 
stream alone. It was thought by the 

| men at Bear’s creek to be a scow which 
had merely drifted away from some of 
the camps higher up and no importance 
was attached to the event until the 
body was found as stated, by the men 
on the Daisy Bell as sh2 was on her 
weekly cruise up the river delivering 
supplies to the miners along the shore. 
The body was discovered among some 
bushes on the water’s edgeabout eleven 
milesupstream where it had floated with 
the eddies of the river. The steamer 
immediately returned to town bringing 
| the body on board, which was left at 
| Walter & Humberstone mill, pending 
| identification. On the arrival of the | 
| police and corner autl on the evidence | 
| of P. McPhee, the body was fally iden- 
tified as that of Robt, McMillan. It 
| was not considered neccessary to hold 
an inquest as it was apparent that de- 
|ceased met his death by drowning.

At the Devil’s portage, which is 
about thirty miles by land vest of the 
entrance to the Grand Canon, loads and 
boats have to be portaged four miles, 
whether going up or down stream. 
This is the great impediment to the 
navigation of the Liard, as the road 
across the portage passes over a ridge 
1,000 feet high. This makes the 
portaging of boats exceedingly difii- 
cult. But the miners who explored 
the river and the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany as well used to haul their boats 
across. McConnell left his wooden 
boat above the portage and built a 
canvas boat for the rest of the 
journey down the Liard. 

Portage Brule, the next portage, is 
about forty miles above Devil’s port- 
age and twenty miles west of the 
Rocky Mountains, which are passed 
in good water. It is two miles long 
and level except at the east end where 
the ascent is 200 feet.

3rule the packing would be reduced 
to 35 -ailes below or east of and 15 
miles above or west of the mountains, 
reducing the total packing between Ed- 
monton and Pelly river 100 miles. 
There is no question about the suit- 
ability of the several reaches of river 
from the Landing to the foot of the 
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Grand Canon of the Liard for steam- 
boat navigation, any more than for 
boats, and on the part of the route up 
the Liard a steamer would be a great 
advantage. However, until steamers 
are put on, boats can be used. 
The difficulty of reaching the Yukon 
makes it so desirable to get there. 
As the road becomes easicr, the chan- 
ces, which are the great present at- 
traction, are snapped up. It is in the 
days Of difficulty that courage and en- 
ergy stand as good a chance as capital. 
As difficulties and risks are eliminat- 
ed the percentage in favor of capital 
against individual effort increases. 
It is the difficulties tha: apparently 
stand in the way 2f the prospector 
that are his protection, if he only has 
the courage, energy, and luck to over- 
come them.

THE YUKON TRADE. 


Eprror BULLETIN. 


The meeting called by our mayor 
on Saturday night, for the discussion 
of the advisability of our government 
adopting a reute from Edmonton to 
the Kiondike, was timely and good. 

Although Edmonton, town proper, 
ought to have taken the initiative 
step in the matter of agitating for the 
opening up of an altogether Canadian 
route to the new gold fields, it added 
a great deal to the success of the local 
advocates of our rcute, that our sister 
settlements,—Fort Saskatchewan and 
St. Albert—had already realized the 
situation and held meetings and ac- 
quired a great deal of valuable infor- 
mation favorably setting forth, not 
only the advisability, but the impera- 
tive necessity on their own behalf, on 
behalf of the Dominion asa whole, 


and the Northwest Territories in 
particular, that this wagon route 


should be opened up> 

But the best argument in favor of 
this route, was the arrival of those 
thirty-odd argonauts or gold seekers 
from California on the train before 
last, who, ‘realized the geographical 
advantages of Edmonton as the near- 
esi railway terminal, and the nearest 
and most natural route beyond, with 
fewer obstacles, and came to take ad- 
vantage of it. 

While the waterway from Atha- 
basea Landing by way of the Peel to 
the Pelly or Porcupine river may have 
its advantages over any of the Pacific 
routes by way of the passes through 
Alaska ; yet it falls far short of sup- 
plying the wants of such a great min- 
ing centre as this vready is; and with 
its further prospects of a brilliant 
future. 

Te confine ourselves to the ship 
ment of horses, cattle and such like, 
they cannot be taken into that country 
at anything like moderate rates by 
the existing routes. These mines are 
not a thing of afew days. The limit- 
ed gold fields of Cariboo are yet an 
actual fact, affording profitable labor 
|to many, and contributing to the 
world’s wealth in no small degree. 
The Imperial government—while yet 
British Columbia was a colony—re- 
alizing her duty to: her as a colony, 
sent out sappers and miners and’ built 
a highway to her mines at a cost of 
six hundred thousand dollars, Ifa 
precedent is wanted for our federal 
government to encourage the Ter- 
ritories in development, refer to the 
above fact. 

The roads in the Northwest are 
certainly very good as a whole, main- 
ly because it is not hard to construct 
them, and while the Northwest gov- 
ernment has been very liberal in its 
app? ropriations for constructions and 
repairs yet in cases of main roads they 
found them ahcady made to their 
hands, through the enterprise of the 
pioneers and the Hudson’s Bay Co. 
in particular. 

Now this altogether Canadian over- 
land route to the Yukon i is, as I said 
before, an imperative necessity. ll 
authorities agree that from Edmonton 
the next point to strike would be old 
Fort Assiniboine from there are a 
choice of routes, which will have to 
be demonstrated by an actual official 
exploration. 

The road as far as Fort Liard at 
our meeting was proven to be a natur- 
al highway with the exception of the 
river crossings, and a few cuttings 
approaching and leaving streams. 
Ferries of course will, have to be pro- 
vided over the large streams. And, 
Oh; what a glorious opportunity this 
will be for opening up of settlement 
for farmers as far north as the Liard. 
For prospectors it will give an oppor- 
tunity that has never existed before 
to explore that great section of coun- 
try that exists along the route. 

It is the duty of every municipality, 
board of trade, M. L. Jes and mem- 
bers of parliament in the Northwest 
to advocate the construction of this 


overland route, in the form of a 
wagon road, that their constituents 
may dispose of their cattle and horses 
and other products of their farms at 
prices that may he remunerative to 
them and keep our southern neighbors 
frou gathering in all the shekels.
